One  day  just  before  Christmas  last  year,  Scrooge,  in  a 
wholly  unprecedented  move,  decided  to  get  in  his  Austin- 
HEALEY  and  SALLY  forth  into  Boston.

Still  dazed,  Scrooge  was  taken  to  a hopsital.  To  everyone  else  it  was  handsome,  because  it  had 
been  designed  by  SHEPLEY-Bulfinch,  but  to  Scrooge  it  was  awful.  He  knew  all  the  expensive 
treatment  would  COSTA  lot  at  CURRAN  rates.

THE  TOWN  OF  AVON,  1888  - 1988 


*. 


Grade  7 At  The  Gifford  School,  1910 


Records  tell  us  that  until  late  in  the 
17th  century,  the  towns  of  Canton, 
Sharon,  and  Stoughton  were  part  of 
the  town  of  Dorchester  which  was 
known  as  the  South  Precinct  ...  In 
the  year  1726  the  South  Precinct 
along  with  parts  of  Foxboro  and 
Dedham  were  incorporated  as  the 
town  of  Stoughton  ...  In  the  year 
1720  Moses  Curtis  with  his  wife  and 
children  settled  on  what  is  now 
North  Main  Street.  The  house  he 
built  on  the  west  side  of  the  street  is 
still  there.  Around  1749  what  is  now 
the  town  of  Avon  was  known  as  Cur- 
tis’ Corner.  ...  About  1790  the 
house  known  as  Blanchard’s  Tavern 
was  erected  and  William  Blanchard 
kept  a public  house  and  general  mer- 
chandise store  there.  In  1938  this 
house  was  given  to  the  town  of  Avon 
to  be  used  for  a town  hall  and  public 
li-brary  . . . Around  1794  the  first 
school  house  was  built  in  Avon.  A 
map  of  East  Stoughton  dated  1794 
shows  a school  house  located  on 
West  Main  Street  ...  As  early  as 
1816  the  manufacturing  of  boots  be- 
came an  important  industry  in  Avon 
. . . Stagecoaches  running  from 
North  Bridgewater  to  Boston  went 
through  Avon  from  1820  until  the 
railroad  was  opened  in  1846  ...  In 
1876,  a stagecoach  operated  be- 
tween East  Stoughton  and  Brockton 
making  four  round  trips  daily  ...  In 
December  of  1887  it  was  voted  to 
divide  Stoughton  from  East 
Stoughton.  On  February  21,  1888 
the  Governor  signed  the  petition 
making  the  division  official  . . . Now 
that  the  east  section  was  a seperate 
town  a name  had  to  be  selected. 
Among  the  names  proposed  were 
Avon,  Austin,  Grover,  Garfield, 
Woodlawn,  and  Standish.  The  name 
Avon  received  the  highest  number  of 
votes  and  was  declared  the  choice  of 
the  citizens  . . . The  first  town  meet- 
ing of  Avon  was  held  on  March  6, 
1888  ...  Two  steam  fire  engines 
were  purchased  from  Stoughton  and 
put  to  good  use  during  the  first  year 
of  Avons  existence  when  the  new 
town  suffered  from  a disastrous  fire 
on  the  night  of  July  14,  1888.  Two 
large  shoe  factories,  a hotel  with  sta- 


ble attached,  a dwelling  house,  and  a 
two  story  building  used  as  a tannery, 
situated  in  the  center  of  the  town, 
were  completely  destroyed  ...  In 
1889  that  part  of  the  town  of  Hol- 
brook from  the  railroad  tracks  to  the 
easterly  boundary  line  of  the  town  of 
Avon  was  annexed  to  the  town  . . . 
The  Eastern  Mass.  Street  Railway 
ran  horse  drawn  trolley  cars  to  Avon 
Square  in  the  1890’s  ...  In  1892  the 
Avon  Public  Library  was  founded, 
and  was  opened  November  26,  1892 
on  the  second  floor  of  the  old  fire 
station  ...  Around  1 896  electrified 
trolley  cars  ran  from  Brockton 
through  Avon  and  Randolph  to  Mat- 
tapan  Square  in  Boston  . . . The 
town  of  Avon  made  the  headlines  of 
Boston  newspapers  in  September 
1901  when  a freight  engine  collided 
with  the  Cape  Cod  Express  upsetting 
two  passenger  cars.  The  cars  were 
pushed  off  a ten  foot  embankment 
about  100  yards  north  of  the  East 
High  Street  crossing  killing  six  and 
injuring  forty  passengers  . . . For 
some  years  the  town  had  been  more 
of  a residential  than  industrial  com- 
munity but  in  the  year  1909  the 
Bows  Moccasin  Shoe  Co.  was  estab- 
lished, and  during  the  year  1937  the 
Brockton  Co-operative  Egg  Auction 


Association  purchased  and  remod- 
eled a large  factory  on  West  Main 
Street  into  a modern  auction  build- 
ing, having  a hall  capable  of  seating 
a thousand  persons.  Later  a large 
brick  building  was  erected  on  the 
premises.  The  Brockton  Cutting  and 
Machine  Die  Co.  during  the  same 
year  completed  a modern  brick  plant 
on  Memorial  Drive  and  engaged  in 
the  die  making  business  . . . Early  in 
the  year  1914  a cooperative  bank 
was  established  in  the  town.  The 
bank  opened  for  business  on  March 
5,  1914  . . . Avon  is  fortunate  in  that 
part  of  D.  W.  Field  Park,  owned  by 
the  City  of  Brockton,  lies  within  the 
limits  of  the  town.  Many  years  ago 
through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Daniel  W. 
Field,  one  of  the  Park  Commission- 
ers of  Brockton,  a large  tract  of  land 
including  several  bodies  of  water  was 
established  as  a park  system  of  the 
City.  The  land  has  been  extended 
from  time  to  time  until  today  Field 
Park  with  its  fine  golf  course,  lakes, 
drives  and  scenic  beauty  is  one  of  the 
attractions  of  Southeastern  Massa- 
chusetts, and  a fitting  memorial  to 
Mr.  Field  whose  financial  assistance 
and  foresight  made  it  possible.  The 
“Brockton  Reservoir”  owned  by  the 
city,  the  source  of  the  first  water  sup- 


ply,  is  still  maintained  as  an  emer- 
gency water  supply,  and  is  located 
within  the  park  in  Avon  ...  In  the 
1930’s  buses  replaced  the  electrified 
trolley  cars  for  public  transportation 
. . . Highland  Park,  once  situated  on 
land  between  East  and  West  Main 
Street,  was  owned  by  the  Brockton 
Street  Railway  Company.  In  the 
days  of  its  popularity  Highland  Park 
was  a beautiful  pleasure  spot.  The 
Park  included  a large  grove  of  chest- 
nut trees  with  an  open  air  theatre, 
dance  hall,  roller  coaster,  electric 
fountain,  zoo,  swings,  spring  and 
summer  houses,  and  a large  baseball 
field  with  grandstand  and  bleachers. 
These  furnished  amusement  for 
many  thousands  of  area  residents 
each  season.  Some  of  the  amuse- 
ments were  free,  and  a five  cent  trol- 
ley ride  brought  many  people  from 
Brockton,  Randolph  and  surround- 
ing towns.  When  the  railway  ex- 
tended the  tracks  to  Mattapan, 
around  1910,  it  became  easier  for 
Bostonians  to  come  to  Highland 
Park  thus  adding  to  its  popularity. 
The  Hurricane  of  1938  did  much 
damage  to  the  Park.  In  1940,  High- 
land Park,  which  had  changed  own- 
ership, fallen  into  financial  difficul- 
ties and  been  taken  over  by  the  town 
for  non-payment  of  taxes  was  sold  to 
be  developed  into  a residential  area. 
The  area  now  known  as  Highland 
Park  was  developed  on  the  site  of  the 
Park  and  Ball  Field,  formerly  the 
home  of  the  Brockton  team  of  the 
New  England  Baseball  League  . . . 
In  February  1938  the  town  was  fifty 
years  old.  It  was  decided  to  hold  a 
celebration.  An  anniversary  program 
was  presented  in  the  Gifford  School 
Hall.  Music  by  the  school  orchestra 
included  the  “Bay  State  Comman- 
dery  March”  composed  by  Professor 
William  Burrell,  a resident  of  the 
town;  and  a tenor  solo  was  rendered 
entitled  “Home  Coming”  composed 
by  Isaac  Littlefield,  a lifelong  resi- 
dent of  the  town  . . . The  citizens  of 
the  town  began  their  summer  cele- 
bration of  the  Golden  Jubilee  Anni- 
versary on  Saturday  July  2,  1938, 
with  an  exhibit  of  antiques  in  the 
Town  Hall  and  an  afternoon  of 
sports  and  entertainment  for  the 
children  at  Legion  Memorial  Field. 
In  the  evening  a banquet  was  en- 
joyed featuring  entertainment,  a tur- 


key dinner,  and  speeches  by  invited 
guests.  The  principal  speaker  was 
Frank  Palmer  Speare,  President  of 
Northeastern  University,  Boston, 
who  during  the  years  1889,  1890, 
and  1891  served  as  principal  of  the 
Gifford  School.  (His  salary  during 
those  years  was  $83.33  a month.) 
The  following  day,  Sunday,  was  ob- 
served with  religious  services,  a band 
concert  at  Memorial  Field  in  the 
evening,  and  at  midnight  a bonfire. 
Monday,  July  4th,  was  the  day  of  the 
parade,  the  largest  and  most  colorful 
the  town  had  seen.  The  celebration 
was  brought  to  a close  in  the  evening 
with  a display  of  fireworks.  Many 
former  residents  returned  to  the 
town  for  the  celebration  ...  At  the 
town  meeting  of  March  1938  it  was 
voted  to  accept  the  offer  of  former 
townsman  Mr.  Henry  Lawton  Blan- 
chard of  the  building  once  known  as 
“Blanchard’s  Tavern”,  on  North 
Main  Street,  built  in  1790  by  Wil- 
liam Blanchard,  the  building  to  be 
used  as  a town  hall  and  public  library 
...  In  1938  the  town  of  Avon  was 
visited  by  royalty  in  the  person  of  the 
Crown  Princess  and  Prince  of  Swe- 
den who  had  come  to  see  the  Swed- 
ish Lutheran  Home.  The  Swedish 
Home  was  an  orphanage  run  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Swedish  govern- 
ment for  children  in  this  country. 
The  Home  was  torn  down  in  the 
1950’s  along  with  two  other  stately 
houses,  the  Blanchard  house  and  the 
Dolan  house  located  on  North  Main 
Street.  The  land  where  the  Home 
was  situated  is  overgrown  and  un- 
used at  this  time  except  for  the  local 
children  who  occasionally  play  in  the 
woods  . . . During  the  following  Sep- 
tember, this  area  was  visited  by  the 
first  hurricane  to  ravage  the  district. 
Much  damage  was  done  to  property, 
trees  and  shrubs  ...  On  December 
7,  1941,  the  Japanese  attacked  Pearl 
Harbor  with  a staggering  loss  of  per- 
sonnel and  ships.  The  next  day  the 
United  States  and  Great  Britain  de- 
clared war  on  Japan.  Thus  began 
World  War  II.  Then  followed  days 
of  blackouts,  rationing,  War  Bonds 
and  Civil  Defense,  with  great  con- 
cern for  our  young  men  and  women 
who  had  responded  in  such  large 
numbers  to  the  call  of  duty.  From 
this  small  town,  two  hundred  and 
eighty  men  and  seven  women  served 


on  the  ground  and  in  the  air,  on  the 
oceans  and  beneath  them  ...  In 
1941  the  town  lost  one  of  its  highly 
respected  citizens,  Mr.  Everett  T. 
Packard.  In  his  will  he  bequeathed  to 
the  town  a sum  of  money,  “the  in- 
come to  be  expended  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  School  Committee  for 
excursions  during  the  hot  weather 
for  the  children  of  Avon”  ...  On 
January  11,  1945,  Mr.  Henry  Law- 
ton  Blanchard,  a former  resident,  of- 
fice holder  and  benefactor  of  the 
town,  died.  In  his  will,  Mr.  Blan- 
chard left  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
Avon  Public  Library  shares  of  stock 
to  benefit  the  town.  He  also  be- 
queathed shares  of  stock,  the  income 
thereof  for  the  acquisition,  care  and 
preservation  of  antiquities  within  the 
town  of  Avon  . . . On  September  2, 
1945  the  Japanese  signed  surrender 
terms  on  the  Battleship  Missouri,  in 
Tokyo  Harbor,  and  on  September 
21,  1946,  the  Town  tendered  240  re- 
turned service  men  and  women  of 
the  287  who  had  left  Avon,  some  still 
being  on  active  duty,  a Welcome 
Home  consisting  of  a parade.  Gift 
folders  containing  a crisp  $10  bill 
were  presented  to  each  veteran. 
Much  credit  for  the  success  of  the 
affair,  and  the  raising  of  funds  for 
the  same,  was  due  the  General 
Chairman  ...  On  October  12,  1947 
the  World  War  II  Plaque  was  dedi- 
cated with  appropriate  ceremonies 
on  the  lawn  of  the  Gifford  School 
. . . On  February  22,  1949.  The  New 
Public  Library,  the  gift  of  Mr.  Law- 
ton  Blanchard,  was  formally  opened 
...On  April  1 1,  1952,  during  the 
spring  vacation,  a disastrous  fire  oc- 
curred at  the  Gifford  School.  It  was 
necessary  to  house  the  pupils  in  the 
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The  French  House  On  South  Street,  1875;  Still  Standing 


Baptist  Church  Vestry,  St.  Michael's 
Parish  Hall,  the  Public  Library  and 
the  Lutheran  Home  ...  In  1954,  at 
a special  town  meeting  held  on  April 
8,  it  was  voted  that  a sum  of  money 
be  appropriated  for  the  construction 
and  equipping  of  a Consolidated 
School.  With  the  construction  of  the 
Consolidated  School  it  was  thought 
that  the  question  of  school  housing 
had  been  settled  for  some  time  to 
come,  but  the  steady  increase  in  pop- 
ulation upset  that  idea  and  it  was 
necessary  to  locate  a site  for  another 
elementary  school  . . . The  town  of 
Avon  purchased  a 1958  Ford  four 
door  sedan  which  became  the  first 
police  cruiser  ...  In  1959  the  new 
United  States  Post  Office  was  dedi- 
cated on  East  Main  Street  ...  At 
the  annual  town  meeting  of  1960  it 
was  voted  to  purchase  the  “Glover” 
property,  containing  nineteen  acres 
of  land,  for  the  construction  of  a 
fourteen  room  elementary  school. 
The  school  was  named  for  Robert  F. 
Crowley,  a member  of  the  School 
Committee,  with  wings  dedicated  re- 
spectively to  Robert  B.  Malley  and 
Eddy  R.  Hendricks,  both  deceased 
war  veterans,  and  was  opened  in 
September,  1962  . . . The  Littlefield 
School  after  many  years  of  service 
was  finally  closed  in  June,  1960  . . . 
Once  more  the  town  found  itself  in 


need  of  school  housing,  and  at  a spe- 
cial town  meeting  held  on  April  30, 
1962,  it  was  voted  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate funds  for  the  purpose  of 
construction  and  originally  equip- 
ping a fourteen  room  elementary 
school  building  on  the  site  purchased 
in  March  of  this  year,  off  South 
Street.  The  school  opened  in  Sep- 
tember of  1963  ...  In  the  year  1962, 
the  Water  Department  found  it  nec- 
essary to  increase  its  water  produc- 
tion, and  a gravel  packed  well  with 
pumping  facilities  was  installed  off 
of  Memorial  Drive,  and  a new  stand- 
pipe erected  off  Central  Street  . . . 
In  the  year  1963  the  South  School, 
now  known  as  the  Butler  School,  was 
opened  for  students.  Ladge  Drive  be- 
came one  of  the  first  new  industrial 
areas  when  Overland  Express 
opened  a trucking  terminal  there. 
Also  construction  was  begun  on  the 
new  St.  Michael's  church  and  recto- 
ry ...  St.  Michael’s  church  was 
opened  in  1964.  At  the  town  meeting 
voters  approved  the  purchase  of  a 
new  Fire  Department  pumper  which 
is  still  in  use  today.  Voters  also  ap- 
proved membership  in  the  Blue  Hills 
Regional  School  Committee  and  the 
site  of  the  present  school 
Groundbreaking  for  the  Blue  Hills 
Regional  School  took  place  in  June 
of  1965  ...  In  the  fall  of  1966  Blue 


Hills  Regional  School  was  opened  to 
students.  The  Avon  Baptist  Church 
began  work  on  an  addition  which 
was  completed  in  1967  and  dedi- 
cated in  1968  . . . The  taking  of  land 
off  of  Bodwell  Street  in  1967  sig- 
naled the  start  of  the  Avon  Industri- 
al Park.  By  the  end  of  the  year  five 
businesses  had  located  there  . . . The 
Avon  School  System  reached  an  all 
time  high  for  student  enrollment  in 
1968  with  1450  students.  That  year 
the  town  purchased  the  first  new 
truck  for  the  Highway  Department 
to  use.  Prior  to  this  the  town  would 
borrow  a truck  when  one  was  needed 
. . . Child  World,  one  of  the  town’s 
largest  taxpayers,  located  their  head- 
quarters and  warehouse  facilities  off 
of  East  Spring  Street  in  1969.  The 
new  Firehouse  and  Police  Station 
building  was  opened  in  1969  replac- 
ing an  older  facility  that  had  seen 
much  use  and  had  many  stories  to 
tell.  During  this  year  the  addition  to 
the  Library  was  started  but  was  de- 
layed by  a strike  ...  A new  Highway 
Department  garage  was  built  in  1970 
at  no  cost  to  the  town.  The  Blan- 
chard Trust  acquired  the  Capt.  Sam- 
uel Robbins  house  in  Avon  Square. 
This  impressive  Federal  period 
home,  built  by  the  sea  captain  and 
sold  to  Alvah  Butler  in  1882,  became 
the  H.  Lawton  Blanchard  Museum 
House  which  was  opened  to  the  pub- 
lic in  December  1970  as  a museum 
of  town  artifacts.  The  Library  addi- 
tion was  finally  completed  and 
opened.  At  the  town  meeting  voters 
approved  appointment  of  a housing 
authority  in  Avon  ...  In  1971  the 
voters  were  asked  to  approve  con- 
struction of  a new  high  school.  This 
was  defeated  and  instead  a plan  was 
implemented  to  enclose  the  court- 
yard in  the  center  of  the  existing 
high  school.  Townspeople  voted  to 
appoint  an  Industrial  Development 
Authority.  The  Fire  Department  re- 
ceived a new  pumper  in  February 
...  A new  town  hall  was  proposed  in 
1973  but  no  action  was  taken.  The 
conversion  of  the  high  school  court- 
yard was  completed.  The  extension 
of  Bodwell  Street,  north  of  Page 
Street,  was  opened.  A new  forest  fire 
truck  was  put  into  service  and  a new 
Highway  Department  truck  was  de- 
livered. Voters  approved  funds  for 
the  addition  to  the  Blue  Hills  Re- 
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gional  School.  The  V.F.W.  received 
land  from  St.  Michael's  church  for  a 
new  post  facility.  The  town  changed 
from  a calendar  year  to  a fiscal  year 
budget  ...  In  1974  the  townspeople 
of  Avon  voted  to  purchase  Avon  Pla- 
za on  East  Main  Street  to  be  used  for 
town  offices.  The  first  town  ambu- 
lance was  put  into  service  in  this  year 
. . . After  renovations  the  new  Town 
Offices  were  opened  and  dedicated 
to  former  selectmen  Cornelius  D. 
Buckley  in  1975.  The  old  town  hall 
was  sold  to  the  Blanchard  Trust.  The 
town  constructed  two  tennis  courts 
on  Bartlett  Street  for  the  recrea- 
tional use  of  residents.  In  prepara- 
tion for  the  United  States  Bi-Cen- 
tennial plans  were  made  for  a Navy 
Jazz  Band  concert  and  restoration  of 
the  cemeteries  on  East  Main  Street 
and  Page  Street  ...  In  1976  the  na- 
tion celebrated  it's  Bi-Centennial 
and  Avon  commemorated  it  by 
building  a gazebo  in  Moses  Curtis 
Park  which  is  located  in  the  town 
square  next  to  the  museum.  The 
Brockton  Area  Transit  system  start- 
ed bus  service  to  Avon  in  this  year 
. . . The  purchase  of  a new  Fire  De- 
partment ladder  truck  caused  much 
discussion  in  1977.  A new  building 
was  erected  for  the  Water  Depart- 
ment. The  Avon  Conservation  Com- 
mission purchased  16  acres  of  land 
off  of  Robbins  Street  adjacent  to  the 
Crowley  School  for  conservation 
land.  The  Fire  Station  building  was 
dedicated  to  former  chief  William 
Wheeler  . . . The  “Big  Blizzard  of 
1978”  caused  havoc  thruout  New 
England  and  Avon  was  no  exception. 
Transportation  was  at  a standstill, 
there  were  shortages  of  some  foods, 
and  the  best  way  to  get  any  where 
was  to  walk.  It  was  a time  when  fam- 
ilies and  neighbors  got  to  know  each 
other  again.  By  the  end  of  1978  res- 
toration had  begun  on  Blanchard 
Tavern  which  had  been  the  old  town 
hall  . . . Avon  Baptist  Church  cele- 
brated it's  200th  anniversary  in 
1 980.  “Proposition  2 1 /2"  mandated 
strict  budgetary  guidelines  for  the 
operation  of  town  government.  Ree- 
valuation of  all  property  was  begun 
in  this  year.  Blanchard  Tavern  was 
opened  to  the  public  on  weekend 
nights  serving  food,  spirits,  and  en- 
tertainment typical  of  the  1780's. 
The  tavern  became  popular  with  Mi- 


litia and  Redcoat  groups  formed 
during  the  United  States  Bi-Centen- 
nial celebration  who  would  come  to 
the  tavern  in  uniforms  and  costumes 
of  the  Revolutionary  War  period.  A 
stranger  entering  the  tavern  for  the 
first  time  would  think  he  had  gone 
back  in  time,  but  all  were  welcome. 
The  town  reevaluation  was  complet- 
ed in  1981.  Thirty  five  acres  of  land 
off  of  Page  Street  was  taken  for  wa- 
ter and  conservation  use  ...  By  1 983 
cable  television  had  come  to  Avon 
and  soon  service  was  available 
thruout  the  town.  Fourteen  acres  of 
land  on  Flarrison  Boulevard  were 
given  to  the  town  for  conservation 
land  . . . Over  the  years  there  had 
been  complaints  of  discolored  water 
and  in  1984  the  town  began  restora- 
tion of  the  water  mains  beneath  the 
streets  of  Avon.  A bond  issue  plus 
funds  obtained  from  a grant  pro- 
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gram  were  used  to  start  the  project 
. . . Avon  Industrial  Park  West 
started  development  in  1985.  The 
Centennial  Committee  was  formed 
and  townspeople  were  appointed  to 
the  committee.  A second  appropri- 
ation for  water  main  restoration  was 
approved  by  voters  of  the  town  . . . 
In  1986  the  old  St.  Michael's  church 
was  renovated  into  offices  retaining 
much  of  the  architecture  of  the 
building.  This  building  located  in  the 
center  of  town  at  One  Goeres  Square 
is  a fine  example  of  retaining  an 
older  structure  instead  of  tearing  it 
down  and  building  a new  one.  The 
Centennial  Committee  began  plan- 
ning events  and  fundraisers  for  the 
1 988  celebration.  A study  committee 


was  formed  to  look  at  enlarging  the 
Police  Station  . . . The  School  Com- 
mittee began  to  evaluate  alternatives 
to  the  low  enrollment  and  high  cost 
of  maintaining  a total  school  system 
in  1987.  Voters  appropriated  funds 
to  renovate  the  section  of  Avon  Pla- 
za that  was  rental  space  into  a new 
Police  Station.  The  Water  Depart- 
ment erected  a new  standpipe  with 
one  and  a half  million  gallons  capac- 
ity on  land  off  of  Page  Street  and 
drilled  seven  new  wells  to  create  a 
pump  field  in  the  well  area.  A new 
pumping  station  with  a capacity  of 
200  - 250  thousand  gallons  per  day 
will  be  completed  in  1988  . . . Like 
most  drive-ins,  the  Avon  Drive-in 
Theatre  was  a popular  family  enter- 
tainment center  utilized  by  residents 
and  many  out  of  towners.  The  drive- 
in  was  a place  the  whole  family  could 
go  to  together  and  enjoy  a movie  or 
two  without  spending  a lot  of  money. 
In  its  heyday,  police  officers  were 
needed  to  direct  traffic  into  and  out 
of  it.  Since  the  movies  were  shown  at 
night  the  place  was  unused  during 
the  day  except  for  Sundays  when 
church  services  were  held  there.  The 
introduction  of  multi-theatre  cinema 
centers,  the  higher  cost  of  gasoline, 
smaller  cars,  and  the  much  higher 
cost  of  movies,  all  contributed  to  the 
demise  of  the  drive-in  as  an  Ameri- 
can entertainment  medium.  The 
Avon  Drive-In  was  no  exception  and 
closed  in  1 984.
